(35° tg /48°O8 IN), Ukruinian SSR, east of au road leading 
to tha south. <All buildings were destroyad except for 
two hangars and a four-story building, 80 to 100 meters 
tong, with a platform and a windecone on top. 
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The airfield was cecupied by: 
a, 15 to 20 single-engine biplanes 


b, 15 to 20 twin~engine aircraft with double 
rudder assembly, glazed ond pointed nose com- 
partment, propellers in line or slightly for~ 
werd of cockpit. 


There wus intensive flying, mostly with indivi- 
dual planes. Formation flying with up to nine 
aireraft was occasionally observed. 


Soviet civilian workers said that a pilot school 
was stationed at the field. Young pilot soldiers 
weuring golden-bordered epaulets were s6en. 


A small improvised airfield, about ono WM SGUATCs UE 
on the southwestern perimeter of Dnepropetrovsk, 
north of the Isekh Khasi Automobile Factory. Llying 
with biplanes was observed. . 


A large airfield was on a plateau east of the town, 
on the other side of the Unepr River. A radio 
tower, apparently south of the airfield, could be 
seen from a distence, There Was intensive flying 
with twin-engine aircraft over the field. 


The airfield, about one km Square, was about four km 
south of the Dnepropetrovsk railroad station, about 
three km.west of the Dnepr River and one km souvh of the 
yWweamp. It was surrounded by open fields, Your 

small steel hangars for 10 to 12 biplanes each were 

in the western section of the field. 4 steal tower, 

(oO meters high, for parachute training, was in the 

nor theast corner. 


Flying with biplanes was continually practiced. 
Individual parachute jumps were made from the bt 
glanes at intervals of 10 to 20 ninutes. The 1Lo-to 
22-year-old parachutists, including many women, 
wore civilian clothes anc the parachute badge- 


Tie airfield on the southern perimeter of the old . 
town section of Dnepropetrovsk was about 1.5 x 2 tr and 
tad no runways or taxiways (for location see Anne x). 

A solid gix-story building, about <0 x 150 meters, 

with a luree gate Was on the northern edre of the 
lending field. Two thirds of the bulldings consisted of 
civilian flats. The others were used by Air force personnel 
und bhear dependents. 
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The air force personnel wore dark blue uniforns with 
black-bordered, Light blue epsulets. Two hangars, 
each about 20 x 30 »neters, with vaulted corrugated 


sheet metal roofs were east of the six-story solid building, 


The airfield was occupied by: 

a, 15 to 20 biplanes 

b. About 10 single-engine fighters with landing gear 
retracting outward; similar to the iis-109 ¢, ce lie ved 
te be an Aircobra type. 

c. Two double fuselage aircraft with two radial 


engines and retractable landing pear; size Sinilar to 
the F'-189, speed comparutively slow. 


Flying observed: Local flights with biplanes at day 


and night. Individual flights with fighters, pre« 


sumably also at night. A double fuselage plane tod 


off every day at about 6:30 aom, and between 5 and 4& p.m 


It flew higner twoan 4,000 meters. 


A tower higher than all suzrounding buildings wes ina 
park, about 5CO meters west of Sadovaya Street. which was 
a by-street branching off to the south from Karl Marx 
frospect. Uniformed parachutists treined jumping from 
the tower. 
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a, This is the first post-war report on airfields near 
Dnepropetrovsk. sccording to warerecords thres air- 
fields existed there: 


(1) An improved hone field 12 km south~southeast of 
Inepropetrovsk, two km west of tie Dnepr River, 


(2) tin airfield on the southwestern town perins ter 
which was improved during the war. 


(4) An improved airport south of Osipovke. 
p. Although some of the statements on the location of 
the airfields ere inaccurate, most of ther seen to refer 


to the airfield on the southwestern town perimeter, 


e, From the reported Oy? ridaee airfield is 
assumed to be occupied by a p53) d parachute school, 
possibly a Dosav unit. ont 
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d. No information has been received on the two 
military main airfields south and northeast of the 
town, Only one source (para 6) indicates an uir 
unit occupying the northeast airfield. Turther 
reports are required to determine the exact occu- 
pation of the field.
